CATALOGUE DISADVANTAGES OF JOINT "FRAKTION" FOR CSU, OTHERS 
ITEMIZE INSULTING REMARKS CDU LEADERS HAVE ALLEGEDLY MADE 
ABOUT CSU CHAIRMAN STRAUSS IN RECENT YEARS, AND STILL OTHERS 
CITE ANALYSIS BY JOURNALISTS, POLITICIANS (WEHNER AND 
SCHMIDT), AND SCHOLARS WHICH INTERPRET KREUTH DECISION AS 
ADVANTAGEOUS TO CSU AND UNION. ISSUE ALSO CARRIES NUMBEROUS 
LETTERS TO EDITOR, VAST MAJORITY OF WHICH SUPPORT KREUTH DECISION.
